Conflict concerning procedures us- 
d in the March 1985 election for CR 
fficers lead to a recall of that elec- 
ion by club advisor, Dr. Emory, 
inners of the March election were 
lexandra Smith; chairman, Melissa 
aines; vice-chairman, Linda Red- 
n; treasurer, and Connie Cutlip; 
ecretary. 

Following Emory's ruling, a se- 
ond election was held April 3, 1985. 
inners of that election were Dan 
cCardell; chairman, Tom Paytes; 
ice-chairman, Suzanne Comley; 
reasurer and Connie Cutlip; 
Secretary. Since that time, Mc- 
1£ ardell has resigned, leaving Paytes 
as acting chairman. Connie Cutlip re- 
mains secretary for the March 
ticket, while Kelly Gould is acting 
secretary for the April ticket. 

On May 31, 1985, Alex Smith, the 
chairman elected on March 5, believ- 
ing that the efforts of the ad- 
ministration and the ICA to resolve 
the conflict had not been effective, 
appealled the second election to the 
CRFV. "I felt that this matter was 
important enough for the CRFV to 
know about," she said. 

According to both the CRFV and 
the CR constitutions, the CR's are 
affiliated with the CRFV...and the 
onstitution and bylaws of that 
organization." The CRFV constitu- 
tion states that the CRFV "...Ex- 
ecutive Board shall be empowered to 
introduce, pass upon and carry out 
all functions necessary and proper 
procedural activities..." A special in- 
vestigation report submitted by the 
CRFV on August 4, 1985 recognizes 
the winners of the March election as 
CR leaders. 

The Administration, however, is 
supporting Dr. Emory in recognizing 
the officers of the April election. By 
letter dated August 9, 1985, Dean of 
Students, Joanne Beck, stated that 
"Dr. Emory, a faculty member, has 
been the parlimentarian of our facul- 



ty for many years and is very 
knowledgable in the area of 
parlimentary procedures. Therefore, 
the officers who were elected on 
April 3, 1985 will be recognized by 
this school until an appropriate ap- 
peal procedure is initiated and com- 
pleted." 

In effect, the MWCR's began the 
1985-86 school year with two sets of 
recognized officers. Recently, the of- 
ficers of the March election appeall- 
ed to the ICA, the umbrella 
organization governing all clubs on 
campus. In an effort to settle the 
dispute, the ICA delivered its ruling 
on September 16, 1985. According to 
ICA, there are no recognized officers 
until Dr. Emory holds a third elec- 
tion. 

Lengthy interviews with the ad- 
ministation and ICA officials, of- 
ficers of the CRFV and the CR of- 
ficers of both elections have revealed 
conflicting views on which ticket 
constitutes the proper leadership of 
the MWCR's.

Dr. Samuel T. Emory, Club Advisor: 

According to Emory, faculty 
parlimentarian and active 
Republican, the conflict among the 
College Republicans is a "relatively 
minor problem, blown out of propor- 
tion both on campus and off." 
"I found that the election was not 
proper and that it should be done 
over," he said. "I checked my fin- 
dings with Dr. James Brodzinski, 
who taught parlimentary law, and he 
concurred with my decision," Emory 
said. "I also spoke with someone in 
the dean's office who assured me 
that I was within my authority to 
recall those elections. I think the role 
of the advisor needs to be written 
down, as the advisor's authority is 
not clearly specified," he said. 

Dr. Emory has also reviewed the 
CRFV's report. "The CRFV sup- 
ports the first ticket, but their report 
contains a number of mistatements 
and bad conclusions," he said. 

Joanne Beck, Dean of Students 

Dean Beck expressed views 
similar to Dr. Emory, stating that 
this 'squabble within the club has 
been an unfortunate occurance." 

According to Beck the appropriate 
appeal procedure for questions 
within $"club is first to the club ad- 
visor, then to ICA and if necessary 
to the dean of students. "I have not 
been asked to be involved in this 
issue," said Beck, "I have simply 
supported Dr. Emory's ruling. No of- 
ficial appeal has been made to me," 
she added. 

Beck was not aware of the pro- 
blems within the club until she 
received correspondence from the 
CRFV this summer. She is aware of 
the CRFV's support of the first 
ticket but believes that the commit- 
tee based its decision on inaccurate 
information. 

"The ICA is a student run 
organization to handle these types of 
situations. I have confidence in the 
student's [ICA's] ability to reach a 
solution, and I will support then- 
decision." 

Sharon Franklin, ICA President 

On April 8, the ICA Executive 
Cabinet interviewed both sets of 



club officers and CR immediate past- 
chairman Mary Loose in order to set- 
tle the dispute about the clubs 
leadership. 

According to ICA President, 
Sharon Franklin, the cabinet's deci- 
sion to hold a third and final election 
was the only solution which would be 
fair to both sides. "It took one side 
almost six months to appeal, but 
there are discrepancies in both elec- 
tions," she said. "We felt this elec- 
tion would allow the club to start 
over and hold the election fairly." 
"The membership must also make 
every revision in their constitution 
to prevent this from happening 
again." 

Although both sides had substan- 
tial evidence Franklin felt that 
Paytes, CR's acting chairman, "has 
taken the fact that the school is 
backing the second election to a 
place where it doesn't apply." 

According to Franklin, Paytes 
confronted her at ICA's annual club 
carnival and stated that Dean 
Beck's support of his officers meant 
that he should be in charge of the CR 
table. "I believe that Tom twists 
things so that you don't know exact- 
ly what's real until its to late," she 
said. 

Ginny McNeil, ICA past president 

McNeil feels that much of the con- 
troversy surrounds the first election 
last March. The issue of eligible 
voters was brought to McNeil by 
Paytes, and after some investigation 
she declared the first election legal. 
Suzanne Comely and Kelly Gould 



then appealed to their club advisor 
and McNeil heard no more of the 
controversy until this semester. 

Both before and after the first elec- 
tion McNeil was contacted by 
Paytes. "Tom continually harassed 
me even after I made my decision." 
McNeil identified Paytes as a "gifted 
rhetorician... He has the capacity to 
say things to make people think 
something he didn't say." McNeil 
added that she doesn't think that 
everything that Paytes has done is 
wrong, but "he uses his linguistic 
capabilities to his own personal 
ends." 

Second Election Ticket 
Thomas Paytes, Chairman (recogniz- 
ed by the college) 

Tom Paytes, acting CR chairman, 
feels that the CRFV has made a 
mistake and believes that per- 
sonalities influenced their decision. 
"Their method of forming an opinion 
was in error," he said. Paytes con- 
tinued by stating that he felt the 
"CRFV has done an injustice to the 
Republican Party not the other was 
around." 

In the event that ICA did not rule 
in his favor, Paytes said that he 
would discuss the matter with both 
Dr. Emory and the CR members 
before making a formal appeal to 
Dean Beck. 

Paytes also feels that there is clear 
evidence of right and wrong in this 
issue. "What people on campus tend 
to forget is that throughout this 
whole controversy we've been doing 
our jobs correctly," Paytes said. "It 



would be a sad injustice" if our ef- 
forts in establishing the CR's on 
campus were disregarded. 

If the chairmanship returns to 
Paytes, and Smith and Loose wish to 
rejoin the club he will "create some 
duty of position suitable for them if 
they are willing to help." He con- 
tinued that if Loose, in particular, re- 
joined the club, she should "play 
along with the club or get out." 

Dan McCardell, Immediate past 
Chairman 

"The CRFV is worth nothing out- 
side of conventions and social 
events," stated Dan McCardell. He 
continued by saying that there are 
not a lot of merits to the CRFV and 
that in this issue they were using 
"power politics," and "weilding 
power they don't have." 

McCardell feels Loose, in par- 
ticular, has tried to use power 
politics, while he has, "tried to play 
fair." 

He concured with Paytes that "if 
the ICA decision is not for us we'll 
appeal." McCardell is also very sup- 
portive of Paytes. He feels Paytes is 
a model Republican who, "fights for 
ideals."

The ICA also stated that all par- 
ies must abide by their decision, 
he cabinet members believe their- 
Ruling to be fair and in the best in- 
terest of the club. 

j Conflict concerning procedures us- 
4d in the March 1985 election for CR 
officers lead to a recall of that elec- 
tion by club advisor, Dr. Emory. 
fVinners of the March election were 
fUexandra Smith; chairman, Melissa 
Kaines; vice-chairman, Linda Red- 
Irian; treasurer, and Connie Cutlip; 
pecretary. 

Following Emory's ruling, a se- 
ond election was held April 3, 1985. 
inners of that election were Dan 
cCardell; chairman, Tom Paytes; 
ice-chairman, Suzanne Comley; 
reasurer and Connie Cutlip; 
ecretary. Since that time, Mc- 
ardell has resigned, leaving Paytes 
as acting chairman. Connie Cutlip re- 
mains secretary for the March 
ticket, while Kelly Gould is acting 
secretary for the April ticket. 

On May 31, 1985, Alex Smith, the 
chairman elected on March 5, believ- 
ing that the efforts of the ad- 
ministration and the ICA to resolve 
the conflict had not been effective, 
appealled the second election to the 
CRFV. "I felt that this matter was 
important enough for the CRFV to 
know about," she said. 

According to both the CRFV and 
the CR constitutions, the CR's are 
"affiliated with the CRFV...and the 
constitution and bylaws of that 
organization." The CRFV constitu- 
tion states that the CRFV "...Ex- 
ecutive Board shall be empowered to 
introduce, pass upon and carry out 
all functions necessary and proper 
procedural activities..." A special in- 
vestigation report submitted by the 
CRFV on August 4, 1985 recognizes 
the winners of the March election as 
CR leaders. 

The Administration, however, is 
supporting Dr. Emory in recognizing 
the officers of the April election. By 
letter dated August 9, 1985, Dean of 
Students, Joanne Beck, stated that 
■ "Dr. Emory, a faculty member, has 
I been the parlimentarian of our facul- 



ty for many years and is very 
knowledgable in the area of 
parlimentary procedures. Therefore, 
the officers who were elected on 
April 3, 1985 will be recognized by 
this school until an appropriate ap- 
peal procedure is initiated and com- 
pleted." 

In effect, the MWCR's began the 
1985-86 school year with two sets of 
recognized officers. Recently, the of- 
ficers of the March election appeall- 
ed to the ICA, the umbrella 
organization governing all clubs on 
campus. In an effort to settle the 
dispute, the ICA delivered its ruling 
on September 16, 1985. According to 
ICA, there are no recognized officers 
until Dr. Emory holds a third elec- 
tion. 

Lengthy interviews with the ad- 
ministation and ICA officials, of- 
ficers of the CRFV and the CR of- 
ficers of both elections have revealed 
conflicting views on which ticket 
constitutes the proper leadership of 
the MWCR's. 

ADMINSTRATION AND ICA 

OFFICIALS 

Dr. Samuel T. Emory, Club Advisor: 

According to Emory, faculty 
parlimentarian and active 
Republican, the conflict among the 
College Republicans is a "relatively 
minor problem, blown out of propor- 
tion both on campus and off." 
"I found that the election was not 
proper and that it should be done 
over," he said. "I checked my fin- 
dings with Dr. James Brodzinski, 
who taught parlimentary law, and he 
concurred with my decision," Emory 
said. "I also spoke with someone in 
the dean's office who assured me 
that I was within my authority to 
recall those elections. I think the role 
of the advisor needs to be written 
down, as the advisor's authority is 
not clearly specified," he said. 

Dr. Emory has also reviewed the 
CRFVs report. "The CRFV sup- 
ports the first ticket, but their report 
contains a number of mistatements 
and bad conclusions," he said. 

Joanne Beck, Dean of Students 

Dean Beck expressed views 
similar to Dr. Emory, stating that 
this 'squabble within the club has 
been an unfortunate occurance." 

According to Beck the appropriate 
appeal procedure for questions 
within 3? club is first to the club ad- 
visor, then to ICA and if necessary 
to the dean of students. "I have not 
been asked to be involved in this 
issue," said Beck, "I have simply 
supported Dr. Emory 's ruling. No of- 
ficial appeal has been made to me," 
she added. 

Beck was not aware of the pro- 
blems within the club until she 
received correspondence from the 
CRFV this summer. She is aware of 
the CRFVs support of the first 
ticket but believes that the commit- 
tee based its decision on inaccurate 
information. 

"The ICA is a student run 
organization to handle these types of 
situations. I have confidence in the 
student's [ICA's] ability to reach a 
solution, and I will support their 
decision." 

Sharon Franklin, ICA President 

On April 8, the ICA Executive 
Cabinet interviewed both sets of 



club officers and CR immediate past- 
chairman Mary Loose in order to set- 
tle the dispute about the clubs 
leadership. 

According to ICA President, 
Sharon Franklin, the cabinet's deci- 
sion to hold a third and final election 
was the only solution which would be 
fair to both sides. "It took one side 
almost six months to appeal, but 
there are discrepancies in both elec- 
tions," she said. "We felt this elec- 
tion would allow the club to start 
over and hold the election fairly." 
"The membership must also make 
every revision in their constitution 
to prevent this from happening 
again." 

Although both sides had substan- 
tial evidence Franklin felt that 
Paytes, CR's acting chairman, "has 
taken the fact that the school is 
backing the second election to a 
place where it doesn't apply." 

According to Franklin, Paytes 
confronted her at ICA's annual club 
carnival and stated that Dean 
Beck's support of his officers meant 
that he should be in charge of the CR 
table. "I believe that Tom twists 
things so that you don't know exact- 
ly what's real until its to late," she 
said. 

Ginny McNeil, ICA past president 

McNeil feels that much of the con- 
troversy surrounds the first election 
last March. The issue of eligible 
voters was brought to McNeil by 
Paytes, and after some investigation 
she declared the first election legal. 
Suzanne Comely and Kelly Gould 



then appealed to their club advisor 
and McNeil heard no more of the 
controversy until this semester. 

Both before and after the first elec- 
tion McNeil was contacted by 
Paytes. "Tom continually harassed 
me even after I made my decision." 
McNeil identified Paytes as a "gifted 
rhetorician... He has the capacity to 
say things to make people think 
something he didn't say." McNeil 
added that she doesn't think that 
everything that Paytes has done is 
wrong, but "he uses his linguistic 
capabilities to his own personal 
ends." 

Second Election Ticket 
Thomas Paytes, Chairman (recogniz- 
ed by the college) 

Tom Paytes, acting CR chairman, 
feels that the CRFV has made a 
mistake and believes that per- 
sonalities influenced their decision. 
"Their method of forming an opinion 
was in error," he said. Paytes con- 
tinued by stating that he felt the 
"CRFV has done an injustice to the 
Republican Party not the other was 
around." 

In the event that ICA did not rule 
in his favor, Paytes said that he 
would discuss the matter with both 
Dr. Emory and the CR members 
before making a formal appeal to 
Dean Beck. 

Paytes also feels that there is clear 
evidence of right and wrong in this 
issue. "What people on campus tend 
to forget is that throughout this 
whole controversy we've been doing 
our jobs correctly," Paytes said. "It 



would be a sad injustice" if our ef- 
forts in establishing the CR's on 
campus were disregarded. 

If the chairmanship returns to 
Paytes, and Smith and Loose wish to 
rejoin the club he will "create some 
duty of position suitable for them if 
they are willing to help." He con- 
tinued that if Loose, in particular, re- 
joined the club, she should "play 
along with the club or get out." 

Dan McCardell, Immediate past 
Chairman 

"The CRFV is worth nothing out- 
side of conventions and social 
events," stated Dan McCardell. He 
continued by saying that there are 
not a lot of merits to the CRFV and 
that in this issue they were using 
"power politics," and "weilding 
power they don't have." 

McCardell feels Loose, in par- 
ticular, has tried to use power 
politics, while he has, "tried to play 
fair." 

He concured with Paytes that "if 
the ICA decision is not for us we'll 
appeal." McCardell is also very sup- 
portive of Paytes. He feels Paytes is 
a model Republican who, "fights for 
ideals." 

McCardell also stated he "won't be 
active within the CR's," if Smith is 
re-instated as chairman.

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Lobby Organizes Student Opinion

Many MWC students are 
confused, believing the name 
of the school has already been 
changed, according to S.A. 
Lobby chairman Mary Loose. 

She said students are 
unaware that they have a 
voice in the state through the 
Lobby Committee. "Not 
everyone knows the name 
change has to be ratified by 
the Virginia General 
Assembly," stated Loose. 

Since the BOV's July deci- 
sion to change the college's 
name, Loose has prepared to 
represent student interests. 
She attended the BOV 
meeting and studied the 
Master Plan for the campus' 
future growth and develop- 
ment. 

Lobby and S.A. Senate will 
distribute a poll this semester 
to determine student reac- 
tions to the name change. Ac- 
cording to Loose, the results 
of this poll will determine 
Lobby's stand on the issue. 

If the results show 
students opposed to the 
change, Loose said, "We will 
make our stand and try to get 
the whole state behind us." 



According to Loose, Lobby 
will organize meetings to 
develop a plan of action, write 
letters to state delegates, and 
urge students, parents, alum- 
ni, faculty and community 
members to write their 
representatives. "The 
delegates won't respond 
unless the people get behind 
them," she said. "It means 
making a lot of phone calls 
and doing a lot of lobbying," 
Loose said. 

Loose said Lobby plans to 
publicize the effort. Citing 
widespread press coverage 
since the BOV announced its 
intention to study a name 
change, Loose said, "The local 
press is very receptive to the 
name change issue." 

Loose said Lobby will 
direct its efforts to push for 
more funding of the Master 
Plan and for more faculty 
positions if the poll shows 
students are not opposed to 
the name change. 

Loose sees intense student 
interest in the issue. "They 
are not nonchalant about it," 
she said; "They see it as their 
school, not the administra- 
tion's. Whether or not they 



The Class of 1989 is Here!

The freshmen class arrived 
at MWC on Thursday, Aug. 
22, and was introduced to the 
campus community through 
a number of orientation ac- 
tivities. 

Playfair, a set of get- 
acquainted, recreational 
games, gave freshmen a 
chance to meet many new 
people in a short amount of 
time. Other events included a 
party on Ball Circle, 
freshman class meeting, box- 
ed dinners with individual 
faculty hosts and Honor Con- 
vocation. 

The selection process for 
prospective freshmen is head- 
ed by H. Conrad Warlick, 
Vice President of Admissions 
and Financial Aid. Many 
methods are used in the 
recruitment process. The stu- 
dent Admissions Club, coor- 
dinated by Martin A. Wilder, 
Jr., Associate Dean for Ad- 
missions, does a great deal of 
recruiting work. 



This year 1672 students 
were offered admission to 
Mary Washington, selected 
from a pool of 2671 ap- 
plicants. Of these students 
719 accepted the offer for ad- 
mission, making the class of 
1989 147 males and 572 
females. 

Of the students accepted, 
28 percent were in the top 10 
percent of their high school 
class and 53 percent were in 
the top 20 percent. 

According to Mary Kemp, 
Administrative Assistant to 
the Office of Academic Ser- 
vices, there are nine freshmen 
(seven female and two male) 
who have withdrawn as of 
Sept. 6. She says this number 
is not unusual because if a 
student withdraws by Sept. 
9, he receives an 80 percent 
refund. Kemp said that there 
may be another surge of 
students withdrawing before 
Oct. 23, the last date they are 
eligible to receive a 50 per- 
cent refund. 



should see it that way, they 
do." 

During the summer, Loose 
received letters from 
students voicing concerns 
over the name change. "I did 
not receive any positive com- 
ments," she said, "Students 
want to know how we can 
fight it." 

According to Loose, "Many 
students said the Ad- 
ministration lied, telling 
them they would be involved 
in the name change decision 
when they got back to 
school." 

She said students have 
charged that the college will 
be completely changed, cater- 
ing to a "noveau riche" with 
computers in every room. 
Loose said one student 
argued that Virginia really 
needed a small liberal arts 



school concentrating on 
academics. She said another 
student noted that, "just 
because people get older and 
change doesn't mean they 
have to change their names. 
Why should MWC be dif- 
ferent?" 

Loose said she sees a deci- 
sion on the name as a 
stabilizer. Students are con- 
cerned, Loose said. "Students 
want to know what their- 
diplomas or rings will look 
like, even wondering whether 
or not they should invest in 
an MWC sweatshirt," she 
said. 

"The freshmen are uneasy, 
wondering if they should 
establish ties with the MWC 
name, or wait and go with 
WMC," Loose said. "I see a 
little reservation, almost 
apathy, on their part. They 



don't have a spirit to jump 
behind." 

Loose said the Administra- 
tion needs to market the 
name change to the students. 
"They are giving students 
too much time to be unhappy. 
They need to sell the new 
name to the students, not try 
to tell them how to think," 
Loose said. 

In addition to representing 
student concerns to the com- 
munity and state, Lobby also 
promotes voter awareness. 
All U.S. citizens who will be 
18 by Nov. 6, 1985 are eligible 
to register. Students may 
vote absentee by mail or in 
person from Sept. 26 until 
Oct. 30. For voter informa-

Some students 
took the smart way out»they refused 
to answer the survey. 

The open forum that followed did 
more damage for the administration 
than good for the name change! How 
many people remember those near 
immortal words uttered by our 
fearless leader, President Bill Ander- 
son? "...the BOV will only decide 
whether or not to change the name in 
the summer, but the new name won't 
be decided on until after you, the 
students, return from the summer." 
Maybe these weren't the exact 
words, but they're close. 

The forum seemed to seal the fate 
of the administration. The amount of 
side-stepping done by President 
Anderson showed to us, the seeming- 
ly stupid student body, that our 
voice didn't matter and, therefore, 
we didn't merit truthful answers.

nated the game," Warner said, 
ccording to Club President Rob 
11, this year's 35-member rugby 
m is both more experienced and 
re physically conditioned than 
t year's team. Training for the fall 
son started this summer when 
ch David Steckler, a local at- 
ney, sent last year's members an 
rcise program. The returning 



team also came back to campus one 
week early to train before school 
started. 

MWC's Rugby Club has both ex- 
perienced players and promising new 
recruits. Captain Ben Pierson, a 
sophomore who plays fly half, is pro- 
bably the "most experienced," accor- 
ding to Noll. Other notable returning 
players include Marty Kriner, Mike 
Rickard, and Rob Pike, Noll said. 

Currently, sophomore David 
Frankie, a second-year club member, 
is vying with returning player 
Ashley Wyant, a junior, for the 
A-side hooker position. Noll said 
that senior rookie Tony Farris has 
been a dominant player in the for- 
ward scrum. Also showing promise 
in A-side action is graduate student 



Steve Breuer, a returning club 
member. 

"Overall," said Noll, "we've got a 
really good team." He noted that it's 
difficult to find a single outstanding 
player in a rugby team because it is 
such a "team sport." 

According to Noll, the guys who 
deserve a lot of credit, but don't 
necessarily receive it, are the second 
row of the forward scrum. Noll said 
they're an essential part of the team 
but "you never see their faces 
because they're always between 
somebody's legs." 

"What most people don't realize is 
that it takes a lot to support a club 
sport," said advisor Warner. The 
Rugby Club has to pay for its Union 
dues and its own officials, unlike in- 



tercollegiate teams. This year the 
Rugby Club will be raising money 
through raffles, keggers, and the 
sale of stadium cups and other 
items. 

Warner is also planning promo- 
tional activities for the club, one of 
which consists of a possible TV con- 
tract.

Noll noted that one reason the

ramifications of such action as the 
college is not recognizing her chair- 
manship. 

According to Smith, Beck sug- 
gested that she "either tell the 
CRFV, I [Alex] made a mistake or 
appeal to ICA." Smith stated that if 
there were another election she 
would run for the chair. But 
regardless of the outcome of the ap- 
peal, Smith expressed a desire to 
continue with the CR's either as an 
elected officer or as an active club 
member. 

Mary Loose, Immediate Past Chair- 
man 

Mary Loose, a steadfast 
Republican, believes adamantly that 
the school should not have authority 
over political clubs. She stands 
behind Smith as Chairman, "I feel 
that the issue has been settled by the 



Republican party state ruleing," she 
said. Loose continued by saying a 
third election would be unnecessary. 
She believes the conflict began with 
differences in personalities but has 
now become a differing of basic 
ideologies. Loose feels the actions of 
the second ticket, "are opportunist, 
not pure Republican. If you believe 
in something you don't tear it to 
pieces, you watch over it an take 
care of it." she added. 

The larger questions raised by the 
CR dilemna namely the role of the 
club advisor and the authority of an 
outside organization over an on- 
campus club, are questions which 
have not yet been answered. Despite 
division between the administration 
and the CRFV and within the club 
itself, all those involved agreed that 
these far-reaching questions must be 
addressed in the immediate future.
